The republicans, therelore, start ii 
ith 219 assured votes, against 151 
for the democrats. The republicans 
have, therefore, only 20 votes to get 
out of the alleged "doubtful" states, 
where the democrats must get 88. 

Consequently, says the National 
Tribune, the republicans could afford 
to lose New York, and win by carry- 
ing two or more of the states placed 
in the doubtful column. W 
and West Virginia would just give it 
to them, or New Jersey and Mary- 
land. 

On the other hand, if the demo- 
crats carry New York they will still 
be lacking 47 votes to make up their 
necessary 88 additional ones, an;l 
will have to carry, not only Mary- 
land, but substantially all of the 
other states to get the required 
number,— Exchange. 

The controversy grcwingout of 
the late Congressional primary 
this, the Eleventh district, is at last 
to be settled. The State Central 
Committee having been called to 
meet in Louisville next Monday to 
hear the case and pass upon the 
merits and decide who is the right- 
ful nominee of the party. 

The comn.ittce cannot do other- 
wise than give a full investigation of 
the whole matter, which is a duty 
they own to the voters ol this dis- 
trict. 

There have been charges and coun- 
ter charges made by both contend- 
ing candidates, and it has aroused 
a feeling within the ranks of the 
pnrtv that can only be removed by 
a full and complete investigation of 
the whole affair, and the awarding 
of the certificate to the one who is 
legally entitled to have the same. 
When this is done, thi Republicans 
of the old Eleventh will then get to- 
gether and roll uo a majority ot 
25,000 for the National ticket at 
the November polls and place Ken- 
tucky once in the Republican column. 

There is much more at stake now 
in this district than the mere selec- 
tion of a candidate to represent the 
district in the halls of our National 
Congress. 

Besides, both uarttes interested, 
have said that they desired a thor- 
orough investigation of the whole- 
matter, and surely there can be no 
objection from any other source. 

Now let's all wait until the high 
est governing authority of the State 
has passed finally upon our muddle 
and decided who has the right to 
the nomination, and (all in and sup- 
port the nominee with a vim, no 
matter which one it may be. That 
is loyal Republicanism ; that is the 
policy that shall be adopted by the 
Advocate and should be followed 
by every Republican in the district, 
who participated in the recent pri- 
mary. 

If Hunter is the man, let's all be 
for him and give him our individual 
support. If it be Edwards, let's vive 
him the same undivided support and 
all will end well.

When a ittti* child we reinetnlier 

having two hands, kind hands, 
placed upon our head and hearing 
the above lines repeated to us in a 
sad, regretful tone, by a gentleman 
who seemed to be very unhappy — 
we half started in surprise, for we 
had looked to maturity, as the pe- 
riod when our various trials would 
lie ended, when we could do as we 
pleased without reproof Such were 
our thoughts at the time, but after 
a romp, when we went into the par- 
lor where mother had company, the 
idea of lieing obliged to sit up 
straight in a chair and do nothing 
but talk the whole afternoon, made 
manhood seem a very unfortunate 
state.
